court. N ew York county, in the name 
of the people of the state of N ew York 
against the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, 
its 
officers, 
directors 
and 
m em bers of the executive and finance 
com m ittees, all of which are named iu 
the com plaint. 
The complaint con­ 
tains tw enty-one sections and covers 
thirty three panes o. typewritten mat­ 
ter, refers to the Prick com m ittee re­ 
port and the investigation made by 
State 
Superintendent 
of 
Insurance 
H endricks; 
is based on information 
and belief, and Attorney General May­ 
er in his prayer to the court says that 
the action was brought on behalf of 
the people of the state of N ew York 
in the public interest and pursuant to 
the provisions cf law. 
He therefore 
asks: 
1. That the defendants account for 
their official conduct in the manage­ 
ment and disposition of the funds ami 
property com m itted to their charge. 
2. That 
the 
individual 
t l m .i aals 
and each of them be comp died to pay 
the defendant, the Equitable Life As­ 
surance S ociety of the United States, 
any m oney and the value of any prop­ 
erty, which they or any of them have 
acquired to th em selves, or t r a n s f e r s ' 
to others, or lost, or wasted by a vio­ 
lation of their duties. 
3. That any defendant or defendants 
now a director or officer in the de­ 
fendant society, upon proof of miscon­ 
duct, be removed. 
4 That the net surplus of defendant 
society, 
after deducting a 
sufficient 
amount to cover all outstanding risks 
and obligations, be paid to or credited 
to or applied for the benefit of, the 
! present policy holders in equitable pro­ 
portion in accordance with the char­ 
ter and with law. 
The com plaint charges that the In­ 
dividual defendants, disregarding their 
duty to the society of which they were 
directors, “negligently, improperly and 
Improvidently performed such duties 
and have habitually and continuously 
done or suffered to be done, wrongful. 
Illegal and Improper acts, w hereof the 
defendant society has suffered great 
loss and dam age.” 
The individual de­ 
fendants are further charged with hav­ 
ing “acquired to Themselves or caused 
or permitted to be transferred to oth ­ 
ers, in violation of their duties, mon­ 
ey, property and the value of property 
belonging to the defendant society.” 
A schedule of the salaries paid during 
the last live years to the principal of­ 
ficers of the society is appended to the 
complaint, which declares 
such sal 
aries to have been largely In excess 
of the value of the services of the 
parsons named and that the payment 
of such salaries resulted in substan­ 
tial loss to the society. 
It is also 
charged that in addition to the sal­ 
aries referred to the Individual defen­ 
dants as officers, mem bers of com 1 
mlttees. trustees or agents, “permitted 
the defendant society to pay to many 
of the above named officers and direc­ 
tors and to others large and unwar­ 
ranted sum s as expenses incurred by 
such persons in the service of the so- 
• iety, and said sums were paid without 
sufficient 
vouchers, 
without 
proper 
proof of their amounts and without It 
being properly shown 'hat the said de­ 
fendant society in any way benefited 
by such expenditures or was legally 
or properly chargeable therew ith.” 
The complaint also charges: 
“That 
the defendants wrongfully caused the 
defendant society and a number of 
other 
societies 
and corporatio n 
In 
which the defendant 
society 
wag a 
large stockholder .and In which some 
of 
said 
individual 
defendants 
were 
also directors 
and 
stockholders 
to 
pay large sum s of money to them ­ 
selves, or som e of their number, and 
to other persons under the guise of 
salaries 
and 
fees for 
attending 
to 
their duties as officers and directors 
and m em bers of com m ittees tit' de 
fendant society and of several other 
societies and corporations." 
Allega­ 
tion is also made of the payment of 
Illegal and excessive pensions to va 
rlous persons aud of the paym ent of 
"excessive, improper and unwarranted 
sum s to various attorneys and coun­ 
sellor* At law, the aggregate amount 
of which far exceeded and 
was en­ 
tirely disproportionate to the services 
rendered,” for a1! of which an acrtmnt- 
Isg and proper relief is demanded.
